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Watchdog: 

Iran worked on 
nuclear triggers

The world’s global nuclear 
inspection agency, frustrated 
by Iran’s refusal to answer 
questions, revealed for the 
first time on Tuesday that it 
possesses evidence that Teh¬ 
ran has conducted work on a 
highly sophisticated nuclear 
triggering technology that ex¬ 
perts said could be used for 
only one purpose: setting off 
a nuclear weapon. 

The disclosure by the Interna¬ 
tional Atomic Energy Agency 
was buried inside a nine- 
page report on the progress 
of Iran’s nuclear program. 
The agency did not say where 
evidence came from, nor did 
it provide many details about 
the allegations. 

Statistics contained in the re¬ 
port also indicated that Iran 
has begun to recover from the 
effects of the Stuxnet com¬ 
puter virus, a weapon that first 
struck the country nearly two 
years ago in an apparent ef¬ 
fort to cripple its production 
of nuclear fuel. 

Based on recent visits by in¬ 
spectors, the agency conclud¬ 
ed that Iran’s main production 
site at Natanz is now produc¬ 
ing low-enriched uranium at 
rates slightly exceeding what 
it produced before being hit 
by the Stuxnet. The computer 
worm appears to have been 
designed in a secret project in 
which U.S., Israel and some 
European allies all played key 
roles. 

The revelation about Iran 
came on the same day that Is¬ 
rael’s prime minister, Benja¬ 
min Netanyahu, in an address 
to a joint session of Congress, 
urged the U.S. not to take 
the threat of military action 
against Iran’s nuclear facili¬ 
ties off the table.

line of violent thunderstorms 
roared across middle America 
on Tuesday, killing six people 
in two states, with several 
tornadoes touching down in 
Oklahoma and high winds 
pounding rural Kansas. 

The high-powered storms ar¬ 
rived as forecast, just two 
days after a massive tornado 
tore through the southwest 
Missouri town of Joplin and 
killed at least 122 people. 
Several tornadoes struck 
Oklahoma City and its sub¬ 
urbs during rush hour, killing 
at least four people and injur¬ 
ing at least 60 others, includ¬ 
ing three children who were 
in critical condition, authori¬ 
ties said. Cherokee Ballard, 
a spokeswoman for the state 
medical examiner, said four 
people died west of Oklaho¬ 
ma City in Canadian County, 
where a weather-monitoring 
site in El Reno recorded 151 
mph (243 kph) winds.

She did not have any immedi¬ 
ate details about the deaths. 

In Kansas, police said two 
people died when high winds 
threw a tree into their van 
around 6 p.m. near the small 
town of St. John, about 100 
miles (160 kilometers) west 
of Wichita. The highway was 
shut down because of storm 
damage. 


More severe weather was 
expected after nightfall as 
the storms continued east. 


“Unfortunately, this event 
will likely continue for some 
time,” Oklahoma Gov. Mary 
Fallin said. 

“I am asking all Oklahomans 
to stay aware of the weather 
and to take proper precau¬ 
tions to keep themselves out 
of harm’s way.” 

The line of storms began 
about 3 p.m. in Oklahoma and 
followed tracks greater than 
40 miles (65 kilometers) into

the state’s capital city before 
continuing on toward Tulsa. 
Oklahoma state offices and 
many businesses let workers 


leave hours earlier to get out 
of harm’s way. 

Storm clouds also spawned

immediate reports of damage 
or injuries.□

“The Ayatollah regime briefly 
suspended its nuclear program 
only once, in 2003, when it 
feared the possibility of mili¬ 
tary action” after the invasion 
of Iraq, Netanyahu said. “That 
same year, Moammar Gadhafi 
gave up his nuclear weapons 
program, and for the same 
reason. The more Iran be¬ 
lieves that all options are on 
the table, the less the chance 
of confrontation.” 

The official U.S. and Israeli 
estimates suggest Iran is still 
at least a year, and most likely 
several years, from being able 
to produce a bomb. 

Iran says its nuclear program 
is meant only to produce en¬ 
ergy, but many Western coun¬ 
tries believe the country is 
hiding a weapons program. 
The agency gave some details 
in Tuesday’s report on work 
that was apparently done 
on how to trigger a nuclear 
device, dating back to late

Gates sees Iran as lactor in 
withdrawing troops Irom Iraq

WASHINGTON - Defense 
Secretary Robert M. Gates 
said Tuesday that if some 
U.S. troops remained in Iraq 
beyond the scheduled with¬ 
drawal of all United States 
forces by the end of the year, 
it would be reassuring to Per¬ 
sian Gulf countries, but not 
to Iran. “And that’s a good 
thing,” Gates said. 

The defense secretary said that 
while Iraqi politicians loyal to 
the anti-U.S. cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr clearly wanted the 
Americans to leave, it was 
debatable “how much of that 
is the Sadrists and how much 
of that is the Iranians behind 
the Sadrists.” The Sadrists, 
who are closely allied with 
Iran, have long insisted that 
all U.S. forces must be out of 
Iraq by the end of December, 
the deadline agreed to by Iraq 
and the United States. 

Gates, who is to retire at the 
end of next month, made his 
comments at the American 


Enterprise Institute, a con¬ 
servative research institution, 
after delivering formal re¬ 
marks on the defense budget. 
He described it as “my last 
major policy speech in Wash¬ 
ington.” Although Gates and 
other U.S. officials had held 
out the possibility that some 
U.S. forces could stay in Iraq 
beyond the end of the year, 


the defense secretary had nev¬ 
er before cited Iran as a factor 
in the Obama administration’s 
thinking. Gates’ remarks coin¬ 
cided with the release of a re¬ 
port Tuesday by Frederick W. 
Kagan of the American En¬ 
terprise Institute, which said 
Iran’s use of military proxy 
groups poses the most serious 
threat to Iraq’s security.Q 


increase in the debt ceiling 
were now focused on getting 
at least $1 trillion in savings, 
although he said new revenue 
would have to be part of any 
bargain.

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Casey Anthony cries as trial starts in Florida

ORLANDO, Florida (AP) 

— A Florida mother charged 
with killing her 2-year-old 
daughter began crying Tues¬ 
day as a prosecutor described 
the child’s last day at the start 
of the first-degree murder 
trial. Casey Anthony, who 
could face the death penalty if 
convicted, wiped away tears 
as prosecutor Linda Drane 
Burdick gave her opening 
statement. Drane Burdick told 
jurors that all the evidence 
points to the 25-year-old de¬ 
fendant as the murderer of 
Caylee Anthony, who was 
gone for a month before her 
grandmother alerted police 
that she was missing. 


“It is time to tell the story 
of a little girl named Cay¬ 
lee,” Drane Burdick said. 


The prosecutor also offered 
for the first time a theory that 
Caylee died from three pieces 
of duct tape being placed over 
her mouth and nose. An au¬ 
topsy was never able to con¬ 
clude a cause of death. 

Casey Anthony has pleaded 
not guilty and says a baby 


sitter kidnapped the girl. The 
prosecutor told jurors that the 
baby sitter was made up. 
Drane Burdick offered a 
timeline of Casey Anthony’s 
whereabouts based on mobile 
phone records. The timeline 
stretched from the time Cay¬ 
lee was last seen by her grand¬ 
parents on June 15, 2008, until 
her remains were discovered 
by a meter reader in woods 
near her home in December 
2008. Jurors were shown im¬ 
ages on a screen of a photo of 
Caylee taken June 15 along¬ 
side an image of the little 


girl’s skeletal remains. 

Casey Anthony waited a 
month before telling her 
mother that Caylee had disap¬ 
peared, and that was only after 
her parents, George and Cindy 
Anthony, had recovered from 
the towing lot a car with a foul 
odor that Casey Anthony had 
been driving. Drane Burdick 
asked jurors, between descrip¬ 
tions of how Casey Anthony 
spent her days shopping, vis¬ 
iting friends and hanging out 
with her boyfriend with no 
signs of her daughter, “Where 
is Caylee Marie Anthony?’Q

Subpoena issued in 
ClA-lran leak case

WASHINGTON - Federal prosecutors, with the approval of 
Attorney General Eric Holder, are trying to force the author of 
a book on the CIA to testify at a criminal trial about who leaked 
information to him about the agency’s effort to sabotage the Ira¬ 
nian nuclear program at the end of the Clinton administration. 
The writer, James Risen, a reporter at The New York Times, 
was served with a subpoena on Monday, ordering him to testify 
at the trial of Jeffrey Sterling, a former CIA officer. Sterling was 
charged this year as part of a wider crackdown by the Obama 
administration on officials accused of disclosing restricted in¬ 
formation to journalists. 

The subpoena tells Risen that “you are commanded” to appear 
at U.S. district court in Alexandria, Va., on Sept. 12 to testify 
in the case. A U.S. district court judge, Leonie M. Brinkema, 
quashed a similar subpoena to Risen last year, when prosecutors 
were trying to convince a grand jury to indict Sterling. 

Risen said he would ask the judge to quash the new subpoena, 
too. 

“I am going to fight this subpoena,” Risen said. “I will always 
protect my sources, and I think this is a fight about the First 
Amendment and the freedom of the press.” 

In a 30-page motion that prosecutors filed on Monday, they ar¬ 
gued the First Amendment did not give Risen the right to avoid 
testifying about his confidential sources in a criminal proceed¬ 
ing. The Justice Department argued Risen was a witness and 
should be compelled to provide information to a jury “like any 
other citizen,” contending that there was no basis to conclude 
“that the reporter is being harassed in order to disrupt his rela¬ 
tionship with confidential news sources.’Q

Netanyahu calls for peace in from of U.S. Congress

WASHINGTON - Israeli 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu capped a turbulent 
visit to Washington on 
Tuesday with a speech to a 
more sympathetic audience in 
Congress than he found at the 
White House, promising peace 
negotiations aimed at “a far- 
reaching compromise” with 
the Palestinians but setting 


several significant limits on 
what Israel would accept. 

He said that to reach a deal, 
Palestinians must agree to live 
with a Jewish state that would 
include areas in the suburbs 
of Jerusalem and around Tel 
Aviv. 

Jerusalem, he said, “will 
never be divided,” and Israel’s 
army would remain along the 
Jordan River.

Oil traders sued by US 
commodity regulator

U.S. authorities are suing three companies and two individuals 
for reportedly manipulating the crude oil market in early 2008, 
when supplies were tight and the world oil price was cracking 
$100 a barrel. 

The Commodity Futures Trading Commission asserted that 
in January 2008 the defendants bought millions of barrels of 
physical crude oil at Cushing, Okla., one of the main delivery 
sites for West Texas Intermediate, the benchmark for U.S. oil. 
The defendants, part of the Arcadia group of energy trading 
companies, headquartered in Switzerland, also invested in 
large positions in the oil futures market and profited when their 
expansive buys in the physical market pushed the oil futures 
higher. 

They then bought short positions in the futures market and 
dumped their holdings of physical oil, most of it in the course 
of one day, making money again when the oil price fell. 
“According to the allegations, defendants conducted a 
manipulative cycle, driving the price of W.T.I. to artificial highs 
and then back down, to make unlawful profit,” the commission 
said in a statement. 

The civil enforcement action, filed in the Southern District of 
New York on Tuesday, names two individuals, James T. Dyer 
of Australia and Nicholas J. Wildgoose of California, and 
three related companies, Pamon Energy of California, Arcadia 
Petroleum of Britain and Arcadia Energy, a Swiss company. 
Calls for comment left at Arcadia Petroleum in London were 
not immediately returned. A person who answered the phone at 
Arcadia Energy in Switzerland said that he was unaware of the 
complaints and that Dyer and Wildgoose were on vacation and 
unavailable for comment. Q

outside its final borders, he 
said, the borders would not 
be identical to those of 1967 
and before, which he once 


again called indefensible. 
Palestinian refugees and their 
descendants, he said, would 
have to find their homes 


outside these borders, limiting 
their right of return to old 
homelands - long a sticking 
point. 

“I am willing to make painful 
compromises to achieve 
this historic peace,” he said, 
adding that it would not be 
easy, because “in a genuine 
peace, we will be required to 
give up parts of the ancestral 
Jewish homeland.” 

Palestinian reaction to the 
speech came swiftly, and 
it was just as negative as 
the reaction from Congress 
was favorable. In the West 
Bank, Nabil Shaath, a senior 
Palestinian official, called 
the speech “a declaration of 
war against the Palestinians. 
This is an escalation and 
unfortunately, it received a 
standing ovation,” he told The 
Associated Press. □ 


Hopes rise in south as water does not surge as expected

NEW ORLEANS - When 
the Morganza spillway was 
opened on May 14, diverting 
an enormous volume of 
Mississippi River water to 
reduce pressure on levees 
downstream, thousands 

of people living in the 
Atchafalaya River Basin were 
bracing for the worst. 
Flood-estimate maps were 
released showing water 
reaching depths of up to 20 
feet and pooling out into every 
part of the floodway within 
eight days. 

A week and a half later, those 
maps appear to have been a 
bit pessimistic. The water has 
taken an unexpected trajectory 
as it moves out into the 
floodway, and some areas will 


probably be spared significant 
flooding. The flooding has 
also moved more slowly than 
anticipated, forcing local 
officials to recalibrate by the 
day. 

Mandatory evacuation orders 
have been lifted and then 
reinstated in some areas, and 
lifted altogether in others. At 
least one shelter has closed for 
lack of evacuees. 

The promising outlook does 
not mean that all is clear. The 
water is rising, if slowly, and 
in some places is spreading 
over roads and moving toward 
homes. Backwater flooding, 
which occurs when tributaries, 
bayous and small bodies of 
water overflow, is a concern 
throughout the basin, and there 
is still an enormous amount 
of water that must funnel 


out into the Gulf of Mexico, 
threatening Morgan City and 
the other communities at the 
basin’s spout. 

A barge that was sunk in a 
bayou just outside Morgan 
City in an effort to protect 
populated areas from an influx 
of backwater appears to be 
working for the most part, said 
Bill Pecoraro, a member of the 
Morgan City port commission. 
But the crest of the flood is 
not expected to reach Morgan 
City until Monday and water 
will stay high for some time. 
It remains to be seen how well 
the barge, a temporary fix, will 
hold up over several weeks, 
Pecoraro said. 

He added, however, that it 
appeared the flooding would 
not be as significant as some 
had feared. □

CHICAGO (AP) — An ad¬ 
mitted American terrorist who 
scouted sites where militants 
went on a deadly three-day 
rampage in Mumbai in 2008 
speaks so softly that at times 
he’s difficult to hear. 

But echoes of David Coleman 
Headley’s testimony alleging 
close coordination between 
Pakistan’s main intelligence 
agency and militants are re¬ 
verberating far beyond the 
Chicago courtroom where he 
is the government’s star wit¬ 
nesses in a terrorism trial at a 
pivotal moment in U.S.-Pak¬ 
istan relations and the global 
fight against terror. Headley’s 
troubling allegations in the 
trial of a Chicago businessman 
accused of collaborating in the 
three-day siege on India’s larg¬ 
est city come just weeks after 
Navy SEALs found Osama bin 
Laden hiding in a military gar¬ 
rison town outside Islamabad, 
raising concerns that Pakistan 
— which receives billions of 


dollars in U.S. aid — may have 
been protecting the world’s 
most wanted terrorist. 

Pakistan has deflected the ac¬ 


cusations and repeated what 
it’s maintained since 2008: 
The country’s top intelligence 
agency, the Inter-Services In¬ 
telligence agency, known as 
ISI, had no links to Lashkar-e- 
Taiba, the Pakistani-based ter¬ 
rorists who claimed credit for 
the Mumbai attacks. 


“It is nothing,” a senior ISI 
official told The Associated 
Press when asked about 
Headley’s testimony. 


Not so to the U.S. govern¬ 
ment, which has guided Head- 
ley through days of testimony 
where he provided rare insight 
into the web of international 
terrorism. Headley’s longtime 
friend, Chicago businessman

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Tucson shooting victims 
alarmed by hoax website

TUCSON, Ariz. - Television images of the chaotic scene after 
the Jan. 8 shootings here do not convince them. Neither do the 
funerals for the deceased, the scars of the wounded or the ongo¬ 
ing federal trial of the man accused of being the gunman. 

Some conspiracy websites are claiming that the shootings that 
nearly killed Rep. Gabrielle Giffords and did end the lives of 
a federal judge, a 9-year-old girl and four others never actually 
took place. One particularly bizarre site, run by a Texas man, says 
it was all a government hoax that used actors. Such obviously 
fantastic claims would usually not merit the attention of law en¬ 
forcement, but they have in this instance because some believers 
of the hoax idea have been confronting, and alarming, some of 
the people associated with the case in recent weeks. 


Richard Kastigar, investigative chief of the Pima County 
Sheriff’s Department, said he passed information about the 
website to his intelligence unit. He reacted angrily to those 
denying the shootings. “There were bodies sent to 
the morgue, people’s loved ones,” Kastigar said. 


Manuel J. Johnson, a spokesman for the FBI, said the bureau was 
aware of the site, but he declined to say whether an investiga¬ 
tion was under way. One shooting victim said he notified the FBI 
recently after two men showed up at his Tucson home claim¬ 
ing to be investigators and saying they were trying to determine 
whether the shooting was a hoax. 

“They tried to get into my home,” said the victim, who asked that 
he not be identified because it might attract more such visitors. 
“They wanted to know if I had any pictures. They said they didn’t 
believe the event took place.” 

The victim said that when he pressed the visitors for identifica¬ 
tion, one of them presented a business card that listed the Texas 
conspiracy site, which describes the shooting as an exercise con¬ 
ducted by the Department of Homeland Security. Other people 
connected to the case, including hospital personnel, relatives of 
victims and possible trial witnesses, have either received similar 
visits or seen their images on the group’s website, officials said. 
The site, which solicits donations from visitors to help with its 
“investigation,” shows pictures of people who appeared on tele¬ 
vision in the aftermath of the shooting - including the suspect, 
Jared L. Loughner - and claims they resemble photographs of 
Tucson-area actors found on the Internet. 

“We are only trying to uncover the truth and give the information 
to the citizens,” the site says. “We would love nothing more than 
to debunk our own theory.” 

Ed Chiarini, the man who runs the site, identifies himself as an 
inventor and Web entrepreneur. He could not be reached for com¬ 
ment. The hoax contention did not surprise Benjamin Radford, a 
research fellow at the Committee for Skeptical Inquiry, who has 
written extensively on conspiracy theories. 

“The bigger the story is, the more likely it is that someone will 
consider it a hoax,” Radford said. “In my experience, there is 
no belief that is so absurd or self-evidently wrong that someone 
won’t prescribe to it.”Q

WASHINGTON - Hopes for 
a peaceful settlement of Ye¬ 
men’s political crisis receded 
further Tuesday as street bat¬ 
tles intensified between gov¬ 
ernment security forces and 
opposition tribesmen, leav¬ 
ing at least two dozen people 
dead and turning part of the 
Yemeni capital, Sanaa, into a 
war zone. 

The fighting, which started 
Monday and included shell¬ 
ing of the Interior Ministry, 
threatens to spread into a 
broader armed conflict and 
displace the peaceful protest 
movement that began in Ye¬ 
men shortly after the upris¬ 
ings in Tunisia and Egypt. 
The Obama administration is 
struggling to avert that and 
is now weighing using the 
United Nations to pressure Ye¬ 
men’s embattled president, Ali 
Abdullah Saleh, to step aside. 
Saleh refused Sunday, for the 
third time, to sign an agree¬ 
ment to transfer power, de¬ 
spite enormous pressure from 
the United States and regional 
Arab leaders. 


If Saleh still refuses to sign, the 
United States could press for 
U.N. sanctions aimed at Saleh 
and his family members, who 
occupy key posts in Yemen’s 
military and intelligence ser¬ 
vices, according to a senior 
administration official who 
spoke on the condition of ano¬ 
nymity. On Sunday, the White 
House counterterrorism chief, 
John O. Brennan, warned the 
Yemeni president in a phone

call that “if he doesn’t sign, 
we’re going to have to con¬ 
sider possible other steps,” the 
official said. 

The United States and Ye¬ 
men’s Arab neighbors are 
deeply concerned that the 
worsening political stalemate 
is allowing al-Qaida’s Yemeni 
branch - one of the terrorist 
group’s most dangerous and 
active affiliates - to operate 
more freely. □ 


Mubarak faces trial in deaths of protesters

CAIRO - Former President 
Hosni Mubarak will be put on 
trial for conspiring to kill un¬ 
armed protesters, Egypt’s top 
prosecutor announced Tues¬ 
day, yielding to public de¬ 
mands for accountability and 
setting an example that could 
rattle autocrats around the re¬ 
gion. 

The charge could incur the 
death penalty. Mubarak was 
also accused of obtaining his 
seaside mansion in Sharm el- 
Sheik as a kickback from a 
friend for a corrupt land deal, 
and prosecutors accused his 
two sons, Gamal and Alaa, 
of receiving a total of four 
other villas there as part of the 
same kickback. And, in a third 
charge, prosecutors said the 
former president allowed the 
same friend to siphon $714 
million in public money out 
of a deal to sell natural gas to 


Israel. 

The charges - brought by 
prosecutors Mubarak had ap¬ 
pointed - included hints that 
former subordinates might 
testify against him, as onetime 
allies and government insiders 
turn on one another. 

A A Cairo criminal court is ex¬ 
pected to set a trial date within 
days, and the Egyptian peo¬ 
ple could soon see the leader 
whose iron first ruled them for 
nearly three decades seated in 
the steel cage that serves as 
a docket in Egyptian court¬ 
rooms. A Alarmed by the calls 
for Mubarak’s prosecution, 
the Saudi royal family has for 
weeks urged Egypt’s current 
military rulers to avoid harsh 
treatment, fearing that it could 
intensify unrest in the region, 
according to Saudi officials 
and a Western diplomat. Some 
argue that watching Mubarak 
endure the humiliation of a 
criminal trial and a potential 


conviction could harden the 
resolve of embattled leaders 
like Bashar Assad of Syria 
and Ali Abdullah Saleh of Ye¬ 
men to hang on to power at 
any cost. But organizers of the 
Tahrir Square demonstrations 
that ousted Mubarak have 
called for a new protest Friday 
to urge, among other things, 
swifter prosecution of the for¬ 
mer president. Some argued 
that the military council was 
capitulating. 

“It is a reaction,” said Islam 
Lotfy, a leader of the youth 
wing of the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood. The military council, 
led by Mubarak’s former de¬ 
fense minister, is now running 
the country, and the charges 
against Mubarak are the stron¬ 
gest indication yet that Egyp¬ 
tian officials are moving to 
distance themselves from their 
former leaders even before the 
parliamentary elections ex¬ 
pected this fallO

UN nuke agency pressures Iran, Syria 

VIENNA (AP) — The U.N. nuclear watchdog agency said 
Tuesday it has received new information alleging that Iran 
may be working on a nuclear weapons program, but a senior 
official familiar with the reports said Tehran in recent years 
appears to have sharply curtailed any such activity. In a sepa¬ 
rate report, the organization -— the International Atomic En¬ 
ergy Agency — said it strongly believes that Syria tried to 
build a nuclear reactor, a finding that sets the stage for the 
country’s referral to the U.N. Security Council within the next 
few weeks. Both restricted reports were issued for the June

temala’s interior minister said Tuesday. Carlos Menocal told 
The Associated Press the Mexican men entered Guatemala il¬ 
legally. 

They were caught in Guatemala’s western highlands, 165 
miles (266 kilometers) west of the capital. 

The men are suspected of helping Hugo Alvaro Gomez 
Vasquez, the chief suspect in the massacre of farmworkers 
and their relatives at a ranch in the Peten region.Q 

Palestinian PM to make full recovery 


DALLAS (AP) — Palestinian Prime Minister Salam Fayyad 
was released from a Texas hospital Tuesday and is expected 
to make a full recovery after a procedure to open a clogged 
artery. Fayyad was admitted to Seton Medical Center Austin 
on Sunday for chest pains and was treated on Monday, his 
doctor said. He was released early Tuesday afternoon, said 
hospital spokeswoman Adrienne Lallo. 

Dr. Kunjan Bhatt, a cardiologist who helped care for Fayyad, 
said he did not have a heart attack, as the prime minister’s 
spokesman had suggested earlier. Fayyad should make a full 
recovery, Bhatt said. □ 

4 killed by bomb in Baghdad 


BAGHDAD (AP) — Four people were killed Tuesday in the 
explosion of a bomb in a parked car in southwestern Baghdad, 
officials said. The blast in a Sunni neighborhood also injured 
14 people. 

The information came from police and medical officials 
who spoke on condition of anonymity because they were not 
authorized to speak to reporters. 

There was no immediate claim of responsibility. Violence has 
decreased dramatically in Iraq since the height of the war, but 
bombings and shootings still happen daily across the country, 
many against a sectarian background. □ 

Brazil editor to serve murder sentence 


SAO PAULO (AP) — Brazil’s top court has ordered the 
jailing of a former editor of one of the country’s biggest 
newspapers for murdering his ex-girlfriend nearly 11 years 
ago.

LONDON - They were 
shown around their rooms at 
Buckingham Palace by their 
hostess, Queen Elizabeth her¬ 
self. They got to meet and 
have an actual conversation 
with one of the few couples in 
the world even more famous 
than they are: Prince William 
and his wife, the Duchess of 
Cambridge (formerly known 
as Kate Middleton).

Last time, 
the Obamas gave the queen 
an iPod, a gesture regarded as 
shockingly slapdash by a na¬ 
tion hypersensitive to even the 
slimmest suggestion that the 
so-called special relationship 
is perhaps not so special. (The 
present was arguably better 
than what the Obamas gave the 
hapless Gordon Brown, then 
prime minister: 25 U.S. movie 
DVDs that were reportedly in¬ 
compatible with British DVD 
players). Older and wiser now, 
the Obamas this time gave the 
queen a handsome collection 
of memorabilia from her par¬ 
ents’ historic visit to America 
in 1939. And they gave Prince 
Philip a collection of items re¬ 
lated to the sport of carriage 
driving, including some horse¬ 
shoes formerly worn by a re¬ 
tired champion carriage horse 
from America named Jamaica. 
For their part, the Obamas re¬ 
ceived a collection of letters 
sent between Queen Victoria 
and several American presi¬ 
dents. (They were just facsim¬ 
iles but still.) Michelle Obama 
also got an antique gold-and- 


coral brooch. Not that heads 
of state do nothing but stand 
around bestowing fancy pres¬ 
ents on one another all the 
time. The Obamas, obliged 
to leave Ireland for London a 
day earlier than scheduled on 
account of the Icelandic ash 
cloud (they slept at the Ameri¬ 
can ambassador’s residence, 
since their palace rooms were 
not yet ready), had a full day. 
They spent it meeting, greet¬ 
ing, touring, admiring, ex¬ 
claiming, making deft small 
talk, and - in deference to the 
sensitivities of their host na¬ 
tion - trying to look presiden¬ 
tial while not looking superior. 
Traveling in a lengthy mo¬ 
torcade that closed roads 
throughout central London, 
they experienced plenty of 
royal pomp, including Camil¬ 
la, the Duchess of Cornwall, 
in a large hat. The Obamas 
gave her and her plant-loving 
husband, Prince Charles, some 
seeds and plants from famous 
American presidents’ houses - 
Mount Vernon, Monticello and 
the White House - and some 
White House bees’ honey. The 
first couple toured the palace 
picture gallery, paying special 
attention to documents chroni¬ 
cling Britain’s loss of the U.S. 
colonies, otherwise known 
as the American Revolution. 
These included a handwrit¬ 
ten manuscript by George III 
from 1783 in which the king 
proclaimed, “America is lost.” 
(“That was only a temporary 
blip in the relationship,” Presi¬ 
dent Obama said.) They went 
to Westminster Abbey, where 
Michelle Obama was heard by 
the Press Association, the Brit¬ 
ish news agency, to say, “It’s 
a pleasure to be here again,” 
while the president reportedly 
said, “She gets to come to all

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Sudan: 197 troops killed, missing in Abyel attack

JUBA, Sudan (AP) — Sev¬ 
enty northern Sudanese troops 
were killed and more than 120 
are missing from an attack last 
week by southern Sudanese 
forces near the disputed region 
of Abyei, a Sudanese diplomat 
said Tuesday, describing a toll 
that if verified marks one of 
the bloodiest clashes since the 
end of Sudan’s civil war. 

A U.N. spokesman said he be¬ 
lieved the casualty numbers 
were much smaller. 

The south voted to secede 
from Sudan, Africa’s largest 
country, this year but the fu¬ 
ture of the 4,000-square-mile 
(10,500-square-kilometer) 


Abyei region, which lies near 
the north-south border, was 
left in doubt. 

The fighting that began last 
Thursday threatens to unravel 
a 2005 peace deal and re-ig- 
nite a civil war that left more 
than 2 million people dead. 
According to the U.N., south¬ 
ern troops started the clash 
Thursday by attacking a col¬ 
umn of northern troops and 
U.N. peacekeepers who were 
moving away from Abyei. 

The U.N. condemned the at¬ 
tack. A U.N. spokeswoman, 
Hua Jiang, said Tuesday that 
no U.N. troops were killed. 
Kamal Ismail Saeed, Sudan’s 
ambassador to Kenya, told a 
news conference in Nairobi 
that 197 northern troops were 


killed or missing after the 
southern attack. 

A more detailed statement 
from his embassy said 70 
troops were killed and more 
than 120 others were missing. 
Saeed said the attack caused 
the Sudanese Armed Forces, 
or SAF, to respond. 

“I think that was a serious 
blow which ended the con¬ 
tinuous patience and self re¬ 
straint of SAF, so it responded 
in self defense,” Saeed said. 
But U.N. spokesman Martin 
Nesirky told reporters at U.N. 
headquarters in New York that 
the casualty figures could be 
lower than reported.

OAKLAND, Calif. - Dr. 
Kimberly Chang, a physician 
at a community clinic in Chi¬ 
natown, will never forget the 
first young girl she suspected 
had been sold for sex. 

Kalea, a 15-year-old Cambo¬ 
dian-American girl who grew 
up in Oakland, kept coming 
in to be examined for sexu¬ 
ally transmitted diseases, the 
beginning of a grim cycle of 
diagnosis and treatment. “I 
started asking, ‘Are you hav¬ 
ing sex with new people?’” 
Chang, 37, recalled. “It was 
always, ‘No, no, no, no, no.’ 
Eventually she confided that 
she was worried about ‘a 
friend.’ That’s when I asked, 
‘Are you trading sex for mon¬ 
ey?”’ Emerging from a long, 
dark tunnel, Kalea slowly be¬ 
gan to spill her stories. How 
her father beat her. The child¬ 
hood rape. The out-of-control 
john who tied her up in a mo¬ 
tel bathtub and filled it with 
scalding water. 

Seven years and hundreds of 
patients later, Chang’s clinic, 
Asian Health Services, is in 
the vanguard of a new public 
health approach to treating 
American-born minors lured 
into the sex trade, a problem 


enforcement officials and 
child advocates say has ex¬ 
ploded with the Internet. 

Once viewed as criminals and 
dispatched to juvenile centers, 
where treatment was rare, 
sexually exploited youths are 
increasingly seen as victims 
of child abuse, with a new fo¬ 
cus on early intervention and 
counseling. There is growing 
recognition that doctors can 
be first responders, interven¬ 
ing before long years of ex¬ 
ploitation and abuse can take 
an even greater toll. 

In Oakland, a handful of or¬ 
ganizations that grew out of 
Asian Health Services, have 
developed new programs for 
Southeast Asian minors that 
“take into account the com¬ 
plex culture of foreign-born 
parents and their American- 
born children,” said Dr. Sha¬ 
ron Cooper, a forensic pedia¬ 
trician and child abuse expert 
at the University of North 
Carolina School of Medicine. 
An estimated 100,000 to 
300,000 American-born chil¬ 
dren are sold for sex each 
year. The escalating numbers 
have prompted national initia¬ 
tives by the FBI and other law 
enforcement agencies, and 
new or pending legislation 
in more than a dozen states, 
most recently Georgia, which 


passed a toughened human 
trafficking law this month. 
The Oakland health clinic is 
confronting an underground 
within an underground - the 
demand for Asian-American 
girls, with Cambodian-Amer- 
icans among the most vulner¬ 
able. Many immigrant Cam¬ 
bodian parents struggle with 
poverty compounded by the 
experience of genocide and its 
traumatic aftermath, depres¬ 
sion. The emotional fallout is 
ricocheting through genera¬ 


tions. 

“Oakland is an open-air sex 
market for young children,” 
said Sharmin Bock, assistant 
in charge of special opera¬ 
tions for the district attorney’s 
office in Alameda County, 
where Oakland is located. 

The abusers may be pimps, 
even brothers, who recruit or 
kidnap girls from the streets 
and market them online 
through sites, where they are 
featured in pulsating ads for 
massage parlors, escort ser¬ 


vices, strip clubs, even acu¬ 
puncturists. 

“Asian women are exoti- 
cized in our culture,” said 
Elizabeth Sy, the co-founder 
of a program for at-risk girls 
called Banteay Srei that grew 
out of Chang’s clinic. “Many 
Southeast Asian girls come 
from new refugee popula¬ 
tions. Recruiters target these 
girls because they know they 
are struggling with issues of 
cultural identity.” Girls from 
many Southeast Asian fami¬ 
lies chase “an Americanized 
idea of love,” Sy said, grow¬ 
ing up in emotionally reticent 
households in which, she said, 
“parents never ask ‘How was 
school today?’ or say ‘I love 
you.’”They fall prey to abus¬ 
ers who are highly motivated: 
the Polaris Project, a national 
advocacy organization, es¬ 
timates that a stable of four 
girls earns over $600,000 a 
year in tax-free income for 
the pimp. Drug dealers here 
are increasingly switching to 
prostitution, inspired by the 
bottom line and fewer risks. 
“The person dealing drugs has 
a finite amount of product to 
sell,” said Jason Skrdlant, an 
officer with the Oakland Po¬ 
lice Department’s vice and 
child exploitation unit. “But a 
girl is reusable.”□ 
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Britain is working

In 1920, Winston Churchill’s 
mother held a dinner for M. 
Paul Cambon to celebrate 
the end of his 20 years as the 
French ambassador to Britain. 
One of the guests asked Cam¬ 
bon what he had seen in his 
two decades in London. 

“I have witnessed an English 
revolution more profound 
and searching than the French 
Revolution itself,” Cambon 
replied. “The governing class 
have been almost entirely de¬ 
prived of political power and 
to a very large extent of their 
property and estates; and this 
has been accomplished almost 
imperceptibly and without the 
loss of a single life.” 

Buried in that answer is a pic¬ 
ture of how politics should 
work. Britain faced an enor¬ 
mous task: To move from an 
aristocratic political economy 
to a democratic, industrial 
one. This transition was made 
gradually, without convul¬ 
sion, with both parties play¬ 
ing a role. 

This wasn’t because the polit¬ 
ical leaders were so brilliant. 
They simply responded to a 
series of immediate problems. 
Nor was it because they were 
postpartisan angels. The par¬ 
ties fought vigorously. 

It’s just that the system 
worked. Each party took dif¬ 
ferent whacks at pieces of 
the great national problem, 
depending on its interests. 
Opposing parties, when it 
was their turn in power, qui¬ 
etly consolidated the best of 
what the other had achieved. 
Gradually, through construc¬ 
tive competition, the country 
quarreled its way forward. 

The United Kingdom seems 
to be in the middle of that 
sort of constructive quarrel 


now. Usually when I travel 
from Washington to Britain 
I move from less gloom to 
more gloom. But this time the 
mood is reversed. The British 
political system is basically 
functional while the Ameri¬ 
can system is not. 

As the British politician Oli¬ 
ver Letwin has argued, a gen¬ 
eration of misrule between 
1945 and 1979 left the U.K. 
with three large problems: a 
stifled industrial economy; an 
overcentralized welfare state; 
and an enervated people, 
some of whom are locked in 
cycles of poverty. 

By liberating the economy, 
Margaret Thatcher tackled the 
first of these problems, and 
subsequent Labour govern¬ 
ments consolidated her gains. 
Meanwhile, a series of gov¬ 
ernments have been fitfully 
tackling problems two and 
three, reforming the welfare 
state and energizing the popu¬ 
lace. 

In conversation, the Conser¬ 
vative and Labour leaders are 
happy to rubbish each other, 
but what’s striking to an out¬ 
sider is how much their con¬ 
cerns overlap. A series of gov¬ 
ernments, going all the way 
back to John Major’s admin¬ 
istration in the 6 90s, have tried 
to decentralize power, come 
up with new ways to measure 
government performance, re¬ 
duce welfare dependency and 
improve early childhood pro¬ 
grams. 

Many of the programs have 
failed, but the general direc¬ 
tion is clear: the move from 
a centralized, industrial-era 
state to a networked, postin¬ 
dustrial one. 

The momentum is especial¬ 
ly evident just now. Prime 
Minister David Cameron is a 
skilled politician who domi¬ 
nates the scene. His agenda 
doesn’t merely touch his par¬ 
ty’s hot buttons, but moves in 
many directions at once. 

His austerity program in¬ 
cludes tax increases as well as 
spending cuts. He’s vigorous¬ 
ly protecting the foreign aid 
budget as he cuts almost ev¬ 
erywhere else. He has aggres¬ 
sively reformed welfare and 
education while retreating on 
health service reform. □

By the time you read this, you 
may already know the fate 
of Mikhail B. Khodorkovsky 
and Platon L. Lebedev. Mos¬ 
cow, after all, is eight hours 
ahead of Eastern Time, and 
let’s be honest here: It’s not 
going to take the Moscow 
City Court very long to con¬ 
clude that the two men de¬ 
serve another seven years in 
prison - on top of the seven 
they’ve already served - on 
laughably trumped-up charg¬ 
es. Chances are, the three- 
judge panel knew going in 
how it planned to rule. That’s 
the way it works in Russia 
when somebody crosses the 
country’s ruling plutocrats. 
They get sent to Siberia on 
phony charges. 

In China, when the country’s 


rulers want to get rid of a trou¬ 
blesome dissident, they just 
lock him up. There is not a lot 
of pretense. But Russia wants 
the world to believe that it 
abides by the rule of law. 

“It has a Constitution, courts, 
judges and established proce¬ 
dures,” said Pavel Ivlev, one 
of Khodorkovsky’s lawyers. 
But, Ivlev adds, “You also 
have the reality that every¬ 
thing is controlled by Putin 
and his friends.” So when 
someone starts making trou¬ 
ble for Russia’s premier, 
Vladimir Putin, and his cor¬ 
rupt cronies, things play out 
a little differently. An “in¬ 
vestigation” is begun, which 
leads to a series of criminal 
charges, which, in turn, leads 
to a lengthy trial. The illusion 
of justice is created. But the 
ending never varies: The de¬ 
fendants wind up in prison for 
crimes they never committed. 
No one illustrates this better 
than Khodorkovsky, who in 
less than a decade has gone 
from being Russia’s rich¬ 
est man - an oligarch among 
oligarchs - to being its most 
prominent political prisoner. 
The founder of Yukos, the 
country’s best-run oil produc¬ 
er, Khodorkovsky undoubt¬ 


edly played fast and loose in 
building the company in the 
early 1990s. The plutocrats 
had no problem with that. But 
then Khodorkovsky did two 
things that made him intoler¬ 
able. He began transforming 
Yukos into a legitimate com¬ 
pany that played by the rules 
of Western capitalism. Worse, 
he began to speak out against 
Putin - and put up money to 
back opposition parties. 

Yukos was taken from 
Khodorkovsky and the share¬ 
holders in a bogus transac¬ 
tion, and handed to Rosneft, 
a more pliable oil company 
run by executives aligned 
with Putin’s cronies. Khodor¬ 
kovsky and Lebedev, his 
longtime business partner, 
were arrested, convicted of 
trumped-up tax fraud charges 
and sentenced to seven years 
in prison that began in 2004. 
In prison, Khodorkovsky be¬ 
came, if anything, even more 
of a threat to Putin than he had 
been when he was running 
Yukos. His imprisonment 
came to symbolize the stench 
emanating from Russia’s cor¬ 
rupt ruling class, the impunity 
with which it lined its own 
pockets and its utter disregard 
for the rule of law. □

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Nadal holds on to reach 2nd round at French Open

Also advancing to the sec¬ 
ond round were Australian 
Open finalists Andy Murray 
and Li Na, as well as Maria 
Sharapova, Kim Clijsters and 
two-time French Open final¬ 
ist Robin Soderling.

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Nadal came into the tourna¬ 
ment after losing to Novak 
Djokovic on clay in finals in 
Rome and Madrid. But the 
top-ranked Spaniard is still 
considered by many to be the 
favorite at Roland Garros. 
That didn’t seem to matter — 
at first anyway — to Isner, the 
man best known for playing 
in the longest tennis match in 
history last year at Wimble¬ 
don. 

Despite losing the first set, the 
tall American held strong and 
forced Nadal into a pair of tie¬ 
breakers, where his big serve 
helped him put Nadal on the 
defensive. 

But with only six unforced 
errors the rest of the way — 
none in the fourth set — Nad¬ 
al proved he is still the man to 
beat on clay. 

“I didn’t play well in the 
tiebreak, and I didn’t have 
chances to have the break,” 
Nadal said. “When you play 
against these kind of players, 
the pressure is there all the 
time. 

You have to play all the time 
very safe.” 

Sharapova, who was coming 
off the biggest clay-court title 
of her career, rolled into the 
second round by beating Mir- 
jana Lucie of Croatia 6-3, 6-0. 
The seventh-seeded Russian 
won the Italian Open before 
coming to Roland Garros to 
seek the only Grand Slam title 
she has never won. 

“If you feel pressure, it’s part 
of the business. It’s part of 
the sport,” Sharapova said 
of the expectations placed 
on her. “That means there’s 
something on the line. That 
means you want it bad. It’s 
how you handle it. 

“Without pressure, what’s 
the sport about? It’s how you 
really handle the situation.” 
Against Lucie on center court, 
Sharapova was not troubled. 
She won nine straight games 
to finish the match and never 
faced a break point. 
Sharapova, who will next 
face French wild card Caro¬ 
line Garcia, won the title at 
Wimbledon in 2004, the U.S. 
Open in 2006 and the Austra¬ 
lian Open in 2008. 

The sixth-seeded Li, who be¬ 
came the first Chinese player 
to reach a Grand Slam fi¬ 


nal, dominated at times and 
struggled at times in her 6-3, 
6-7 (6), 6-3 win over Barbora 
Zahlavova Strycova of the 
Czech Republic. 

But first on Court Philippe 
Chatrier, an emotional Virgin- 
ie Razzano played despite the 
death of her fiance eight days 
ago. The Frenchwoman, play¬ 
ing with a black ribbon on 
her shirt, lost to 24th-seeded 
Jarmila Gajdosova of Austra¬ 
lia 6-3, 6-1. 

“I felt a lot of emotion, a lot of 
pain on court today,” Razzano 
said. “The pain is permanent 
within me. It’s very hard. But 
it felt good to be surrounded 
by so many people and to be 
here. 

“I tried to pay tribute to Ste- 
phane today. It was almost a 
‘mission impossible,’ but I did 
my best.” 

Razzano’s fiance and coach 
Stephane Vidal died on May 
16 after being diagnosed with 
a brain tumor nine years ago. 
He was 32. 

The 28-year-old Razzano said 
last week that she asked Vidal 
before he died if she should 
play at Roland Garros and he 
said, “Yes, you need to play.” 
Razzano will also play in the 
doubles tournament with part¬ 
ner Alize Cornet. 

Former French Open champi¬ 
on Ana Ivanovic also lost. The 
20th-seeded Serb, who won 
the title at Roland Garros in 
2008, fell to Johanna Larsson 
of Sweden 7-6 (3), 0-6, 6-2. 
No. 22 Dominika Cibulkova 
of Slovakia also was elimi¬ 
nated, while No. 4 Victoria 
Azarenka of Belarus, No. 21 
Yanina Wickmayer of Bel¬ 
gium and No. 27 Alexandra 
Dulgheru of Romania won. 
Murray made it through to 
the second round by beating 
French qualifier Eric Prodon 
6-4, 6-1, 6-3. 

“He didn’t want to have any 
long rallies, so he was hit¬ 
ting a lot of drop shots, go¬ 
ing for shots. He’d change the 
rhythm or change the pace of 
the ball a lot,” Murray said.

NEWTOWN SQUARE, Pennsylvania (AP) Tiger Woods 
is using crutches and wearing a protective boot on his left leg to 
make sure he’s healthy enough to play the U.S. Open. 

Woods doubts he’ll play the Memorial next week in Dublin, 
Ohio, but expects he’ll be “ready to go” for the U.S. Open June 
16-19 at Congressional. 

Woods is counting on proper treatment and rehabilitation. He is 
bothered by pain in his left knee, left Achilles’ tendon, tighten¬ 
ing in his calf, and sore lower back. He says doctors have not 
mentioned leg surgery. 

“I’ve had four surgeries on it,” Woods said Tuesday. “Obvi¬ 
ously, it’s not what it was when I was little.” 

Woods said he’ll start training by the end of next week. How 
his leg responds will determine when he can start hitting balls 
again — all but ruling out the Memorial. 

That means Woods would go to the U.S. Open with little com¬ 
petition, although this is nothing new for him. In 2008, he had 
arthroscopic surgery after the Masters and didn’t play again un¬ 
til the U.S. Open. Doctors discovered a double stress fracture in 
his left tibia in the weeks before the major.Q

Mavs stun Thunder in OT

OKLAHOMA CITY - A de¬ 
cade’s worth of playoff expe¬ 
rience has taught Dirk Nowit- 
zki plenty about hardship. 
Jason Kidd knows it well, too. 
Now, it’s starting to look as if 
the tide has turned for the Dal¬ 
las Mavericks. 

Nowitzki scored 40 points, 
Kidd hit the go-ahead 3-point¬ 
er with 40 seconds left in 
overtime and the Mavericks 
rallied from a 15-point deficit 
in the final 5 minutes of regu¬ 
lation to stun the Oklahoma 
City Thunder 112-105 on 
Monday night and take a 3-1 
lead in the Western Confer¬ 
ence finals. 

“It’s just a bunch of veterans 
with a lot of unique stories. A 
lot of guys have been through 
a lot in this league and have 
been around forever,” Nowit¬ 
zki said. “A bunch of guys 
have been to the finals. ... 
Ultimately, we have one goal 
and we came together and 
fought through some stuff.” 
Already with an improbable 
sweep over the two-time de¬ 
fending champion Los Ange¬ 
les Lakers under their belts, 
the Mavericks came back 
from a 99-84 deficit with 5 
minutes left in regulation to 
move within one win of the 
NBA finals. 

They handed the Thunder 


their first consecutive losses 
of the postseason and first 
back-to-back home losses in 
six months to earn a chance to 
clinch the series on their home 
court in Game 5 Wednesday 
night in Dallas. 

“We worked really hard these 
two games to win, and none 
of that guarantees anything 
for Game 5. We know that,” 
said coach Rick Carlisle. 

The Mavs have won at least 
50 games in 11 straight sea¬ 
sons with no titles and only 
one trip to the NBA finals to 
show for it. 

“All of us involved with this 
team have been through a lot 
of these wars,” Carlisle add¬ 
ed. “We understand our posi¬ 
tion that we’re in. We respect 
it. We’re very humble about 
it. We’ve got to get ourselves 
revved up and ready for 
Wednesday, because that’s an 
opportunity.” 

Dallas didn’t lead until Nowit¬ 
zki hit two free throws 16 sec¬ 
onds into overtime, and the 
Mavericks never let the Thun¬ 
der — who were one win shy 
of tying an NBA record with 
eight OT wins in the regular 
season — go ahead after that. 
Kevin Durant, the league’s 
scoring champion the past 
two seasons, missed a 3-point 
attempt on Oklahoma City’s 
opening possession of over¬ 
time, then didn’t get another 


shot until he missed from long 
range off the front of the rim 
in the final 10 seconds with 
the Thunder down by five. 
Durant finished with 29 
points and 15 rebounds, and 
Serge Ibaka had 18 points and 
10 boards for Oklahoma City. 
Russell Westbrook added 19 
points, eight rebounds and 
eight assists. 

Only two teams in NBA his¬ 
tory have come back from 
3-1 deficits without the ben¬ 
efit of home-court advantage 
in Game 7 — Houston in the 
1995 West semifinals and 
Boston in the 1968 East finals. 
“There’s no doubt it was a 
tough loss,” Oklahoma City 
coach Scott Brooks said. “If 
this loss did not hurt, there’s 
no such thing as a loss that 
can hurt you.” 

Durant said all the Thunder 
can do now is try to be posi¬ 
tive. “It’s not over yet,” he 
said. “We know we have a 
game on Wednesday. We’ve 
won in there before, so we’ve 
got to try to do it again.” 
Durant had nine of the Thun¬ 
der’s 26 turnovers, including 
the one that led to the big shot 
by Kidd. Kidd stripped him as 
he went up for a shot with just 
over a minute left in overtime, 
then took a pass from Nowit¬ 
zki, pump-faked to get West¬ 
brook in the air and stepped 
up to drill a 3-pointer that put 
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Dallas Mavericks’ Dirk Nowitzki (41) of Germany makes an off- 
balanced shot over Oklahoma City Thunder’s Nick Collison, 
right, in the second half of Game 4 of the NBA Western Confer¬ 
ence finals basketball series Monday, May 23, 2011, in Oklahoma 
City. 
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Dallas up 108-105 with 40.3 
seconds left. 

Jason Terry hit two free throws 
for the last of his 20 points, 
and Kidd added two more to 
provide the final margin. 


Kidd — who went to the NBA 
finals twice with New Jersey 
but is still seeking his first ring 
at age 38 — scored 17 points 
to go with seven assists, five 
rebounds and four steals. □

New-home sales up, but pace remains sluggish

WASHINGTON (AP) 

More Americans bought new 
homes for a second straight 
month in April, a hopeful 
sign. Still, sales remain far be¬ 
low a pace that would signal 
a turnaround for the depressed 
housing market. 

New-home sales rose 7.3 
percent last month to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted annual rate 
of 323,000, the Commerce 
Department said Tuesday. 
A healthy real estate market 
would produce a pace of about 
700,000 new-home sales a 
month. 

People have little incentive to 
buy new homes, in part be¬ 
cause they’re comparatively 
expensive. The median price 
of a new home rose more 
than 2 percent from March to 
$217,900. New-home prices 
are more than 30 percent high¬ 
er the median price of re-sales 
— twice the normal markup. 
The latest sales numbers come 
in the midst of a weak spring 
home-buying season. Analysts 
had been forecasting an uptick 
in sales for the past several 
months. It hasn’t happened. 


April’s new-home sales are 23 
percent lower than in the same 
month last year. 

Many would-be buyers of 
new homes are instead favor¬ 
ing older, discounted re-sale 
homes, said Paul Bell, a Real¬ 
tor with the Prudential Ameri¬ 
cana Group in Las Vegas. 
“That’s where the deals are,” 
Bell said. 

Shares of homebuilder 
companies rallied briefly 
after the report on new- 
home sales suggested that 
builders might step up 
construction. But stocks 
quickly fell on concerns 
over Europe’s lingering 
debt crisis. 

The housing sector remains 
the weakest part of the 
U.S. economy, noted Ian 
Shepherdson, chief U.S. 
economist at High Frequency 
Economics. Sales of new 
homes have declined 18 
percent in the nearly two years 
since the recession ended. 

Last year, Americans 
bought the fewest number 
of new homes on records 
going back 47 years. High

Postal rate proposal sent back to commission

WASHINGTON - Whether 
postal rates should rise more 
than inflation is back in the 
hands of the independent Postal 
Regulatory Commission. 

The federal Court of Appeals 
for the District of Columbia on 
Tuesday told the commission 
to reconsider its rejection of 
the Postal Service’s request 
last fall to raise rates. Normally 
increases are limited to the 
inflation rate, but the post office 
cited the unusual circumstances 
of the recession and the decline 
in mail volume because people 
and businesses are switching to 
the Internet. 


The post office is facing a 
potential loss of $8 billion this 
year. 

In turning down the rate increase 
request the commission said the 
post office’s biggest problem is 
a requirement that it set aside 
$5.5 billion a year for future 
retiree health benefits. 

The court said the commission 
was correct in concluding that, 
to get the unusual rate increase, 
the post office must show that 
the problem is due to unusual 
circumstances, but was wrong 
in insisting that the amount of 
the increase precisely match 
the losses caused by those 
circumstances. 

“We are encouraged by the 


court’s decision,” the post 
office said in a statement. 
“While we continue to evaluate 
the court’s opinion and ruling to 
understand the full implications 
and options it presents to 
the Postal Service, we have 
renewed confidence that we are 
entitled to a rate increase under” 
the unusual circumstances 
provision. 

The proposed increase would 
have boosted the price of a 
first-class stamp by 2 cents 
to 46 cents. Many postal rates 
increased in April by smaller 
amounts than had first been 
requested, and the changes 
largely affected businesses 
rather than individuals.□

NEW YORK (AP) — Oil rose close to $100 
per barrel Tuesday after the dollar weakened 
and a trio of major investment banks predicted 
that prices will rise later this year. 

Benchmark West Texas Intermediate for July 
delivery added $1.89 to settle at $99.59 per 
barrel on the New York Mercantile Exchange. 
In London, Brent crude rose $2.43 to settle at 
$112.53 on the ICE Futures exchange. 

Prices climbed early as the dollar fell against 
other currencies. Oil, which is priced in dol¬ 
lars, tends to increase when the dollar falls and 
makes crude cheaper for investors holding for¬ 
eign money. 

Oil also got a boost from reports by 
Goldman Sachs, J.P. Morgan and 
Morgan Stanley that said prices will 
almost certainly be higher later this 
year. The investment banks said the 
recent 15 percent drop was only a brief 
pause in what will likely be a longterm 
rise to near-record levels. 

Goldman Sachs expects WTI to hit $135 per 
barrel by the end of 2012. Morgan Stanley 
predicts Brent will average $120 per barrel in 
2011 while J.P. Morgan said Brent should hit 
$130 per barrel in the third quarter. 

Even though U.S. drivers cut back on gasoline 
purchases this year as pump prices rose, the 
rest of the world is expected to keep consum¬ 
ing more. 

And OPEC countries will have an increasingly 
tougher time meeting demand for oil, the in¬ 
vestment banks said. 

“It is only a matter of time until inventories 
and OPEC spare capacity will become effec¬ 
tively exhausted,” Goldman Sachs analyst Da¬ 
vid Greely said in a research note. 

Analyst and trader Stephen Schork said oil 
prices could possibly rebound to the predicted 
levels later this year, but that would put ex¬ 
treme pressure on the economy. At those levels 
for oil, gasoline prices would rise well beyond 
$4 per gallon ($1.05 a liter) — squeezing trav¬ 
el budgets and likely forcing many Americans 
to drive less. 

“You have to look back at what that means for

the consumer,” Schork said. “We can get back 
to those levels, yeah. But I think it occurs at 
great detriment to the global economic recov¬ 
ery.” 

MasterCard SpendingPulse, which tracks gas¬ 
oline purchases at retail stations around the 
U.S., said Tuesday that demand has dropped 
for 9 weeks in a row. Its survey showed Ameri¬ 
cans bought an average of 386 million gallons 
of gasoline per day for the four weeks ended 
May 20.

Smucker boosts prices of most U.S. coffee products 


NEW YORK (AP) — Ameri¬ 
can coffee drinkers will soon 
be getting another jolt at the 
supermarket: The company 
that sells Folgers and pack¬ 
aged Dunkin’ Donuts cof¬ 
fees has announced its second 
double-digit price increase 
this year. J.M. Smucker Co. 
said Tuesday that it will charge 
retailers 11 percent more, 
on average, for most of its 
U.S.coffee products. Smuck¬ 
er blames a continuing rise 
in what it pays for unroasted 


beans, known as greencoffee. 
Starbucks Corp. also said 
Tuesday that it will raise 
prices on packaged coffee in 
its stores by an average of 17 
percent in the U.S. and 6 per¬ 
cent in Canada. That follows 
a 4 percent increase in 2009, 
and a second increase just two 
months ago. 

Coffee companies and ana¬ 
lysts say speculators may be 
causing most of the increase, 
though demand is rising in 
emerging markets and harsh 


weather in some major cof¬ 
fee-growing regions shrank 
supply. Green coffeeprices 
jumped 77 percent last year. 
Overall coffee crops increased 
8 percent last year, according to 
the International Coffee Orga¬ 
nization, helped by strong sup¬ 
plies from Ethiopia, the Ivory 
Coast and other countries. But 
this year, some major export¬ 
ers, including Indonesia, are 
suffering from smaller crops 
because of drought, flooding 
or other inclement weather.

Smucker said its latest price 
increase includes Smucker’s 
Millstone and Folgers Gour¬ 
met Selections packagedcof- 
fees.

LONDON - The pretty 
things of Knightsbridge were 
capering around Hyde Park in 
the sun, as white-haired old 
sailors made their way into 
the Royal Thames Yacht Club 
to nap. It was midafternoon in 
Belgravia, time for lunch. 

I was in the city to take the 
measure of a few new restau¬ 
rants from established names 
in the British dining scene, 
restaurants that are helping 
London make its mark on the 
world’s map of Places Where 
It Is Good to Eat. Heston Blu- 
menthal’s restaurant in the 
Mandarin Oriental Hotel, just 
down the road from Bucking¬ 
ham Palace, was chief among 
them. The restaurant, called 
Dinner, opened at the end of 
January to largely rave re¬ 
views in the prickly British 
press. Blumenthal is the bald 
and aggressively spectacled 
chef and proprietor of the Fat 
Duck, a restaurant to the west 
of London. The Fat Duck is 
widely considered one of the 
world’s finest cathedrals to 
modernist cuisine, the sort of 
restaurant where a meal could 
start with nitro-poached aperi¬ 
tifs, finish with “the smell of 
the Black Forest” and take 
four hours in between. Some 
of the ingredients you might 
run into in the kitchen there 
include sodium caseinate and 
edible blue shimmer, brown 
carbonized vegetable powder 


and teenage coconuts. Dinner, 
in contrast, is a more casual if 
still quite expensive venture, 
closer to the city’s heart. It is 
less a cathedral than a well- 
appointed prayer chapel. 

There are no cloths on the ta¬ 
bles. The ivory-painted walls 
do not feature paintings but 
porcelain wall sconces in the 
shape of old gelatin molds. A 
glass-walled kitchen, tower¬ 
ing ceilings and magnificent 
views of Hyde Park conspire 
to offer the restaurant a sense 
of openness and accessibil¬ 
ity. (They do not always suc¬ 
ceed: The restaurant’s heavy 
chandeliers were modeled on 
the rose window of Westmin¬ 
ster Abbey, where Prince Wil¬ 
liam made Kate Middleton 
his bride. In Britain, class will 
always loom.) Reservations 
at Dinner, which is devoted 


to modern takes on histori¬ 
cal British recipes, are in any 
event among the hottest tickets 
in town. (A meal for two costs 
in the neighborhood of $200.) 
The rush for them rivals the 
one for orchestra seats for the 
new West End production of 
“Much Ado About Nothing,” 
with a cast led by the televi¬ 
sion stars Catherine Tate and 
David Tennant, or for a private 
tour of the “Pioneers of the 
Downtown Scene” show at 
the Barbican, which danced to 
an end Sunday. So even after 
calling for a reservation more 
than six weeks ahead, all that 
was available for Dinner this 
day was at 2:30 p.m. Still there 
was a crowd at the door, and a 
few minutes’ wait for a table. 
Many, many women in Chris¬ 
tian Louboutin shoes could be 
seen in the dining room, ele¬ 


gantly drinking Chablis. Din¬ 
ner is a hot scene. 

The restaurant’s menu has 
little of the kid-at-a-science- 
fair playfulness of the Fat 
Duck. Instead it features ren¬ 
ditions of classic British food: 
a steak with fries based on 
an 1826 recipe in “The Cook 
and Housewife’s Manual,” 
say, or a dish of cod in cider 
taken from a 1940 dispatch 
of the great British food jour¬ 
nalist Ambrose Heath. There 
is rosehip jam derived from 
a 16th-century recipe and a 
plate of “rice and flesh” that 
sees its roots in a cookbook 
used by the court of King 
Richard II. Suet pudding 
makes an appearance. 

There may be little of the 
Fat Duck’s modernist glee, 
but wit is not entirely absent 
from Dinner. Ashley Palmer- 
Watts, the chef who opened 
and runs the restaurant for 
Blumenthal after years work¬ 
ing as the head chef at the Fat 
Duck, may have developed a 
menu at Dinner that is rooted 
in ancient texts. His cooking, 
though, displays all the excite¬ 
ment and humor of his mentor, 
sometimes in spades. 

Take as an example the meat 
fruit, a dish that should begin 
every meal (there is just one 
menu served, night and day). 
According to the menu, its 
origins are in a chicken-liver 
parfait that dates from the 14th 
century. It is culinary trompe 
l’oeil.Q

CHICAGO (AP) — For the 
final episode of “The Oprah 
Winfrey Show” taped Tues¬ 
day, the talk show queen ap¬ 
peared alone on her Chicago 
stage, talking to viewers about 
what they’ve meant to her 
during the show’s 25-year run. 
The finale will air on Wednes¬ 
day. 

Fans leaving Tuesday’s taping 
said Winfrey had tears in her 
eyes as the television icon said 
a final thank you. 

“She said, ‘This isn’t good¬ 
bye. This is until we meet 
again,” said Amy Korin, 32, 
who was in the audience. Win¬ 
frey then kissed and hugged 
her longtime partner, Stedman 
Graham, and made her way 
through the halls of Harpo 
Studios, saying goodbye to 
her staff, audience members 
said. She kept saying, “We did 
it! We did it!,” Korin said, and 
giving employees high-fives. 
There was a single chair on 
the stage, but Winfrey stood 
most of the time, audience 
members said. 


“A lot of crying and hugs, cry¬ 
ing and hugs,” Korin said. 
Audience members described 
a simply produced series fina¬ 
le filled with a sense of grati¬ 
tude. 

“It was just her the whole time, 
a recap of what she believed 
in, what we’ve given her as 
viewers and what she hopes 
she has given us,” said Nancy 
Evankoe, 60, who went to the 
taping with her daughter. 
Winfrey announced in No¬ 
vember 2009 that she would 
end her popular talk show 
after 25 years. Tuesday’s tap¬ 
ing comes a week after Holly¬ 
wood’s A-list and 13,000 fans 
bid Winfrey farewell during a 
double-episode extravaganza 
at Chicago’s United Center.

APNewsBreak: Rover Spirit mission all but over

Spirit, the scrappy robot geol¬ 
ogist that captivated the world

with its antics on Mars before 
getting stuck in a sand trap, 
is about to meet its end after 
six productive years. Spirit 
has been incommunicado for 


more than a year despite daily 
calls by NASA. The cause of 
Spirit’s silence may never be 
known, but it’s likely the bit¬ 
ter Martian winter damaged 
its electronics, preventing the 
six-wheel rover from waking 
up. 

The space agency for months 
tried every trick to listen 
for Spirit to no avail. Proj¬ 
ect manager John Callas of 
NASA’s Jet Propulsion Labo¬ 
ratory said the last commands 
will be sent up Wednesday. 
Though orbiting spacecraft 
will continue to listen through 
the end of May, chances are 
slim that Spirit will respond. 
Callas said Spirit will be re¬ 
membered for bringing Mars 
to the masses. 

“Mars is no longer this myste¬ 
rious, distant place,” he said. 
“Mars is as familiar to us as 
any hometown, and it’s be¬ 
cause of Spirit.” 

The solar-powered Spirit and 
its twin Opportunity para¬ 
chuted to opposite ends of the 


Martian southern hemisphere 
in January 2004 for what was 
supposed to be a three-month 
mission. The golf cart-size 
rovers were an instant hit with 
the public who followed the 
rovers’ every move as they 
rolled across the Martian 
plains and stopped to drill into 
rocks. Their greatest achieve¬ 
ment was uncovering geologic 
evidence that Mars, now dry 
and dusty, was far more tropi¬ 
cal billions of years ago. The 
red planet was toastier and 
wetter, conditions that suggest 
the ancient environment could 
have been favorable for mi¬ 
crobial life. As far as sibling 
rivalry went, Opportunity was 
the overachiever while Spirit 
was every bit the drama queen 
underdog. Soon after land¬ 
ing, Spirit went into critical 
condition and sent nonsense 
data back to Earth. Engineers 
had to nurse it back from the 
brink of death. Unlike Op¬ 
portunity, which landed in an 
ancient lakebed awash with 


water-forming minerals, Spirit 
plopped into a Connecticut¬ 
sized crater named Gusev that 
contained limited hints of past 
water. 

Spirit had no choice but to trek 
toward the hills to make dis¬ 
coveries. It managed to shine 
despite having a rocky start on 
Mars. In 2005, Spirit scaled 
a mountain the height of the 
Statute of Liberty. It also was 
the first to record Martian dust 
devils as they formed, which 
NASA later made into movie 
clips. As the years passed, 
Spirit began showing signs of 
aging. In 2006, one of its front 
wheels stopped spinning, forc¬ 
ing the rover to drive backward 
and drag its lame wheel. More 
recently, it suffered bouts of 
amnesia by failing to record 
data to its flash memory. 

Spirit survived three Martian 
winters, but the hardy rover 
was no match for the latest 
cold. 

The troubles began in April 
2009 when Spirit broke 
through crusty ground while 
driving backward and became 
bogged in a sand pit. 

During attempts to get it un¬ 
stuck, one of the back wheels 
stopped working — essential¬ 
ly turning Spirit into a four- 
wheel drive. 

Unable to provide roadside as¬ 
sistance, NASA declared an 
end to Spirit’s mobile career in 
January 2010 — six years after 
landing — and it became a sta¬ 
tionary spacecraft.The woes 
continued when engineers 
failed in efforts to tilt Spirit’s 
solar panels in a favorable po¬ 
sition toward the low winter 
sun. With no way to power its 
heaters to stay warm, Spirit 
went into hibernation, its in¬ 
ternal temperature plunging 
to minus 67 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit (minus-55 Celsius) — the 
coldest it has experienced on 
the red planet. □

Figueroa, ex subdirector de

2006, agrego.
